$11,627 Tagged Upland Woman Risks Life to Protect 14-Year-Old 


For Post-War ’ 
Upland Projects 


Upland is preparing to meet the 
federal or state governments half- 
way in financing post-war emer- 
gency projects, City Manager 
Richard G. Manley revealed today 
in commenting on the 1945-46 
sudget approved by the city coun- 
cil at its meeting last Thursday. 

Mr. Manley said the federal or 
state governments may provide 
funds to” municipalities . prepared 
to match dollar for dollar in the 
“post-war years ‘and Upland is ‘ac- 
cumulating a reserve for such pur- 
post. 

Last year, he said, the city saved 
$6500 for post-war emergency pro- 

_ject and during the coming year 
an additional $5127 has been ear- 
marked for the fund, 

Upland is unique in another re- 
spect, the city manager declared: 

‘In department budgets the city 
provides for equipment deprecia- 
tion, so that when it becomes 
necessary to replace a fire truck 
or street department vehicles, 
taxes do not have tobe increased 
or necessary expenditures elimin- 
ted to defray the costs. Yemr by 
gar as equipment deteriorates the 
epreciation funds increase and 
ywhen machinery wears out the 
/ money is at hand to replace it. 

Depreciation, however, is not 
charged to ‘police patrol cars and 
provision ig made in this year’s 
budget to buy a new one, he said. 
The city will trade in an cld car 

as part payment on a new one 
maintaining three in the depart- 
ment, 

While the cost of government is 
increasing, the city is likewise 
growing, thereby keeping the tax 
rate at its present level, he stated. 
The councilmen last Thursday 
agreed that the 1944-45 tax rate 
of $1.53 per $100 assessed vaiua- 
tion would be retained in 1945-46. 

The city will pay higher salaries 
to its employes in tie new fiscal 
ycar started July 1 than were paid 
at the beginning of the 1944-45 
fiscal yean, And many of the 
things the city must buy have in- 
creased in cost, he added. 

But Upland’s assessed tax valu- 
ation has likewise increased, giv- 
ing the city added revenue. The 
budget has no? taken into account 
taxes te be paid ‘by Parkside pro- 
ject, Mr. Manley said, which may 
give Upland extra revenue. 

Estimated revenues in the fisca] 
year just closed June 30 amounted 
to $129,077 and estimated expendi- 
tures were $115,133, he said. Esti- 
‘mated revenue for the coming 
year, excluding Parkside taxes, is 
$131,870. 
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Upland Housewives 
Sending Kitchen 
Greases to War 





Upland housewives turned in 
1285 pounds of kitchen greases 
to the war production board in 
June, 148 per cent of their quota 
of 870 pounds, Edward B. Zane, 
salvage chief, announced today. 

Cucamonga, with a quota of 
390 pounds, delivered 314, or 81 
per cent of quota. Ontario’s 
quota was 2340 pounds and col- 
lections amounted to 1879, or 80 
per cent, 

Mr. Zane said June collections 
showed a decline of 39,608 prec- 
ious pounds of war fats below 
the May record 

“Collections have been declin- 
ing, however, since last March, 
when the scarcity of meat, par- 
ticularly pork, began to cut 
down on what the average fam- 
ily could produce above its own 
needs in cooking. ; 

“This is unfortunate: because 
foreign supplies of fats and oils 
have not improved, while . the 
Pacific war needs are running at 
an all-time high. 

“Part of this loss might be 
regained if any individuals who 
haven’t yet joined in the fats 
salvage campaign would begin 
saving every drop of surplus 
kitchen grease and turn it in to 
their butcher.”

FRIGHTENED AT HOME 

“I was not scared then,” Mrs. 
Carpenter said yesterday in her 
home at No. 176 Parkside project. 
“But when I got back to Upland 
I became so frightened and nerv- 
ous I just sat down and cried.” 

The gun duel had its beginning 
when Los Angeles Police Officer 
Honier S. Bentley arrested James 
Wayne Lance, Jr., 56, of Chicago, 
on complaint of a_ Fifth street 
jeweler that Lance had attempted 
to purchase a ring, using creden- 
tials reportedly stolen from Wil- 
liam L: Johnson of Sunset boule 
vard, to pass a check. 

The jeweler had been warned a 
man using Mr. Johnson’s creden- 
tials had passed a “bad check” in 
a Broadway store. 

Officer Bentley arrested Lance 
and was calling a radio car from 
the callbox at Fifth and Broadway 
when Lance drew a gun, saying:

Grapes To Have 
Price Ceilings 


‘What price’ ¢eiling’s wit foe-on 
grapes is a topic ct much conver- 
sation at Cucamonga, Harold An- 
derson, inspectsr for the county 
department of agriculture, reports. 

For the first time since the 
United States was drawn into the 
‘war, price ceilings will be placed 
on wine grapes this summer, the 
OQ. P. A. has announced. But the 
ceiling prices have not yet been 
revealed, Mr. Anderson stated. 

Last year wine grapes were soid 

by growers for prices ranging be- 
tween $100 and $117 a ton. 
. No one knows yet what the ceil- 
ings will be, but it is not antici- 
pated in Cucamonga that prices 
this year will be as high as last 
year's, 

Mr, Anderson ccmmented that 
there is more acreage planted to 
wine grapes now than a year azo. 
Varieties yielding heavily last 
summer are reported lighter this 
year, but the varieties with lignt 
yields a year ago are reported to 
have heavier crops now. 

Whether grapes will bring ceil- 
ing prices is another question that 
cannct yet be answered. Wine 
grapes have been planted heavily 
in northern California, Mr, An- 
derson reports, which may affect 
prices. 


°30,000 Church

The retirement plan benefits the 
employe because he can look for-

Each month, the city deducts ap- 
proximately $487 from employes’ 
salaries and contributes a some- 
what larger amount.

2—A new Ham and Eggs pen- 
sion proposal. 

3—A veterans’ right to work

Among the 13 proposed consti- 
tutional amendments, perhaps the 
two most important are ACA 10,

men. 

But so far, the committee has no 
individual or group offering assist- 
ance to the service men in locating 
houzes or apartments and the 


probiem continues critical. Assist | 


ance would be welcomed, Mr. 
Pierce said. 
He reports that about two dozen 


men in the whole selective service 


district have been discharged on | 


points while many others have re- 
turned to civilian life on medical 
discharges. 

To date, the most frequent ro- 
quests for aid made to the veter- 
ans committee have been concern- 
ing housing, employment, pen- 
sions, loans and education. 

Most requests are referred by 
John Pennington, San Bernardino 
county veterans’ service officer, 
who is authorized to heln them 
with all benefits of the “G.I. Bill 
ef Rights.” 

Upland chapter of the American 
Red Cross furnishes many services 
to veterans, Mr. Pierce remarked 
For example, when a man inauires 
about a vension, he is usually re- 
ferred to the Red Cross here. 

Those seeking jobs are sent to 
the United States’ Employment 
service at Ontario. :
